Applicants arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1-5 as being obvious over WO 97/46241 are persuasive and accordingly the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, applicants arguments regarding the teachings of Lepran are not persuasive because while it is 
true that Lepran teaches arrhythmias and imply administering moxonidine before myocardial infarction, instant claims are silent 
regarding the time of administration of moxoniodine to a patient. Claims merely recite a method of treating myocardial damage 
secondary to myocardial infarction without any reference to the time of administration of the compound. Accordingly, applicants 
argument that Lepran requires pre-ad ministration of moxonidine during or before acute myocardial infarction is not persuasive because 
instant claims allows for pre-adminsitrationof moxonidine like that of Lepran and such an administration obviously protects from further 
(or a secondary) damage to myocardial infarction 
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
